Living in Kenya for two years with 
my husband ana two beautiful chiloren has been the most significant 
recent influence in my life. 

The Kenyan years were filled with periods of visual delight, 
emotional excitement, and spiritual reflection. Those times have 
been etched into my memory and subconscious being The resultant 
art works are a distillation of those myriad experiences that have 
finally found expression through my fingertips. 

Concerning this work; the combination of lilies and other floral 
shapes, the sunbirds and kingfishers, and the simple Kenyan ceramic 
pot express my fondest memories of our life in East Africa. The 
decorative motif of the human hand is still apparent in my work even 
though it is not as important as it was years ago. However, I still 
need that helping hand to assist me in holding things together 
emotionally 


Technically, the warp threads are first hand-painted on a table, just 
as an artist were painting a canvas Sometimes silk-screened images 
would be added in layers on the threads. The loom is then dressed 
with these painted warp threads end the piece woven using plain 
weave ana supplementary weft techniques. 


A love of colo r , realistic, and abstract imagery coupled with metallic 
threads helps me to create a richly textured tapestry that, in my 


eyes, sparkles with the life and energy that is so abundant in East 
Africa
